Victims in Highway Crashes 


Often Fail to Pay Bills, 
Survey Shows 


Hospitals in the United States lost 


between §6,000,000 
and 
$7,000,000 


during 1929 in unpaid bills left by 
victims of highway accidents. The 
local hospital and other hospitals in 
this vicinity shared in this loss, 
-though no figures are available on 
just how much this type of hospital 
service cost them. 


Victims of highway accidents are 


the most difficult of all patients to 
collect from, hospital officials state. 
Often they are unconscious or are 
too seriously injured to talk when 
brought in, and because they are in 
need of emergency measures, care 
must be given them whether or not 
they are able to • pay. . After" they 
recover they sometimes fail to keep 
their promise to pay, or they prom- 
ise to turn over their 
insurance 


check as soon as they get it, or they 
flatly refuse to pay, maintaining that 
the accident -was no fault of theirs 
and that they were not confined to 
the hospital of their own. volition. 
Many simply do not have the funds 
to meet a hospital bill. Doctors meet 
the same situation with respect to 
their bills. 


The problem has been discussed 


by hospital staffs, but the only con- 
clusion reached is that the patient 
is responsible, and that all possible 
means should be used to collect from 
the patient rather than await insur- 
ance adjustment or arrangement be- 
tween the parties involved 'in the 
accident. 


DOESN'T WANT CASES 


One hospital in this vicinity has 


asked the ambulance not, to bring 
highway accident cases to its hospi- 
tal, because it felt it 'could not stand 
the expense of caring for patients 
who could not or would not meet 
their bills. 


Dr. Emil Frankel, director of re- 


search of the New Jersey depart- 
ment of Institutions and , Agencies, 
told the Clinical Congress 'of the 
American" College of Surgeons in Oc- 
tober that between. 200,000 and 250,- 
000 persons were cared for as pa- 
tients' in "general hospitals last year 
because of injuries received in high- 
way accidents! Their total hospital 
maintenance costs 
amounted 
to 


more ttian 115,000,000. 


Several states 'have attempted to 


meet the situation, he declared, by 
giving the hospital the right of lien 
for reasonable charges for the treat- 
ment of persons injured in accidents. 


Hospitals are forced to give an 


undue amount of free service for 
highway accident cases not properly 
belonging to the hospital district, 
particularly if there is no emergency 
hospital in the locality. The insur- 
ance companies usually pay the in- 
jured person, who, in turn, leaves 
the hospital without paying his bill. 


Compulsory automobile insurance 


Is advocated by nearly every hospi- 
tal, with the liability insurance strict 
ly under state- control, and -with each 
license carrying a liability policy. 
An organization is suggested similar 
to the Workmen's Compensation bu- 
reau for the adjudication of claims 
and of the division of available funds 
to claimants, including the injured 
person, the hospital, the doctor, and 
any others who have assisted in re- 
habilitating the injured person.

Psychologists may see in Roose- 
velt's connection with that great un- 
dertaking good material for the study 
of that vexatious question concerning 
man's inheritances:from his forebears, 
for Roosevelt was not the first of his 
blood to undertake to control the Isth- 
mus of Panama. Student's of geneal- 
ogy have dug out the following in- 
teresting facts in this regard:. William 
Paterson who was a gifted financier 
.and the founder, .of the Bank of En- 
gland, seeing th'e ; possibilities of the 
isthmus in relation to world commerce, 
noting its strategic .position and im- 
pelled by the ambition to 
have his 


country cpntrol:'it, organized, over 
two hundred years ago}..,a-,cplony and 
planted; it- near. vOarien. With- pesti?. 
lence and tragedy was. tliis colony be- 
leaguered, and finally, reduced to a 
mere handful, the, survivors, gave up 
the unequal contest with the; wilds and 
escaped over the trackless waste ..of-, 
waters to South Carolina. Among;_ 
these survivors Avas Jean - , Stobo, . .a 
Scotch girl, and the strange, the al- 
most eerie thing about it .all is. that 
Jean was1 the grjeat-great-great-grand- 
mother of;- Thebdore.:.RQQseyelt. who 
finally1 reduced the isthmus to human 
control and submission. 


But Paterson:.;was not alone in his 


opinion of the isthmus in relation to 
future world commerce. A Portugese 
sailor, Galvao, in 1550, published a 
book in Twhich he endeavored to show 
the-feasibility j3ffc building a canal at 
several points along the isthmus.

commerce from winding; its way into 
one ocean from another. It took the 
vision and the smashing energy and 
courage of Theodore ^Roosevelt to 
overcome the obstacles of nature and 
before him they melted away. 


The Panama Canal has not,only been 


a glorious adventure in human accom- 
plishment but a^ fine investment for 
the government of-the-United States. 
The revenue derived from its operation 
has been far beyond the hopeful expec- 
tation of its builders. It has been a 
good business proposition for the Unit- 
ed States although its purpose did not 
necessarily include financial success as 
a condition of its construction, because 
its existence under the control of our 
government gives the American navy 
an increased effectiveness that is ap- 
parent. Its capacity is now well taxed 
by commerce and already our engineers 
are figuring the necessity of another 
similar canal in order to efficiently 
take care of the fleet of liners and 
freighters constantly, at its gates. For- 
tunately for us we have had other 
statesmen besides Roosevelt who not 
only sensed the necessity some day of 
another canal, but realized the prime 
importance of keeping such arteries of 
travel under the dominion of 
the 


American 
government. "Today the 


United States is fortified with a .treaty 
with Nicaragua, through which coun- 
try the next most likely site for a 
canal is located, giying this government 
the right to build and control such 
waterway. Its construction may not 
be so far off in the future.

LISBON'S EAlfomQUAEE 


On. Nov. >1, 1755, Lisbon, capital of Portugal, 


•was destroyed by, an. eartbauake which is said 
to have been felt from Scotland to Asia Minor. 
Between 30,000 and 40,000 persons were killed 
and property damaged to the value of 5100,000,- 
'00.Though the city had for many centuries suf- 
fered from earthquakes, this was the only one 
which, devastated it. The greater part of Lisbon 
•was reduced to a heap of-ruins almost instantly.- 


A--tidal wave hit the city at the same time 


and, -wricked shipping in. the Tagus raver. Fire 
added' Atrther to the disaster. The district sur- 
rounding an old Moorish castle in the center of 
the city -was the only part not destroyed. 


The rapid recovery of the city was due largely 


to the energetic -work of the prime minister, the 
Harciuis of Pombal. Lisbon soon became pros- 
perous again, but at the beginning of the 19th 
century the French invasion, the-loss of Brazil 
and dynastic troubles -resulted m its decadence, 
from which it did not recover until after 1850.

only one—if you can once free your 
mind from the fear or fancy .that 
some artificial aid is more or less e 
sential for proper functioning of the 
alimentary organs, you're cured.

You'd been 
brought up on castor oil .and all oth- 
er traditional whimsies of our grand 
mothers and theirs. If you've learned 
to read you have had constantly in*

C o n servation Commission 


Sets Final Date for En- 
tries on Dec. 1 


Little more than a month remains 


for owners of land in Wisconsin to 
make application to enter them un- 
der the provisions of the forest crop 
tax law if the lands entered are to 
be put on the reduced tax roll in 
1931, 
according to information re- 


ceived from the Wisconsin conserva- 
tion commission. Dec. 1 is the final 
date for filing applications to regis- 
ter land, it was pointed out. 


The forest crop law creates a part- 


nership between the state and the 
owners of land for the growing of 
timber on land better adapted to for- 
estry than any other purpose. On 
lands entered und-er the 
law, all 


regular taxes are removed and the 
owner and state each pay a. nominal 
tax of 10 cents per acre per year on 
all land entered. 


The .law provides that counties 


may enter delinquent lands under 
the provisions of the forest crop law 
but when counties enter their lands, 
they do not ha\e to pay the 10 cents 
per acre per year, although 
the 


state does contribute its 10 cents per 
acre.

RETURN, BABSON 


TELLS MERCHANTS 


Says Business P e o p l e 


Should be Comforted by 
Law of Action, Reaction 


Babson Park, Mass.—Business men, 


investors, wage -workers, and 
the 


public at large should be much com- 
forted in this period of black pessim- 
ism to know that there is one fun- 
damental law which they can abso- 
lutely depend upon to bring- us out 
of business depression. That is the 
Law of Action and 
Reaction—tue 


most inclusive law in the universe. 
As applied to business it is this: For 
every period of over-expansion and 
inflation there must follow a com- 
pensating- period of deflation and de- 
pression, but when the 
depression 


period has paid for the period of ex- 
cesses, it in turn •will be followed b:' 
another period of prosperity. "We can 
just as surely depend upon the Law 
of Action -and Reaction to bring us 
out of the present troubl", as to pun- 
ish us for our transgressions. 


For some reason Wall Street al- 


ways believes -when the market is 
going up that it -will continue to go 
up^ indefinitely. Also -when the mar- 
ket is going down Wall Street seems 
to think it will always go down. That 
is true of the majority of the specu- 
lators, investors, brokers, and even 
some financial advisers. They forget 
that the Law of Action and Reaction 
applies to the stock market jusi as it 
applies to business, to the physical 
sciences, and to medicine. The accu- 
rate and unfailing working out of 
this law can be demonstrated by his- 
tory. Investors should now be inter- 
ested not in the fact that business is 
poor, which. everyone admits, hut in 
the .question of to what extent this 
period of poor business has already 
compensated for the preceding period 
of inflation. To say that business is 
never going to revive, that stocks 
will never go up, and that commodity 
prices will always stay down, is just 
as unreasonable as the wild bullish 
psychology of 1928 and 1929. 


WHAT AUTHORITIES THINK 
1930 
has not only been a bad year 


for business, but also a bad year for 
-many business forecasts. Those -who 
ignored the time element in the Law 
of Action, and Reaction made a great 
mistake. Students of economic con- 
dition's are now rather generally 
agreed that the worst of the depres- 
sion is with, us and there is no way 
to look except upwards. 
Follow- 


ing are brief summaries of the indi- 
vidual opinions of six leading author- 
ities: 


No. 1: The general - trend now 


seems to be definitely upward, but 
will be accompanied by irregularity.. 


; No. .2-: The worst'of th© business 
depression has been seen, and the 
next significant movement should be 
toward higher levels. 
No level of 


business activity as low as the pres- 
ent has ever continued for very long. 
Improvement will become apparent 
by spring, and business 'should be 
back to normal by the end of 1931. 


No. 3: General business seems to 


have started on an uptrend, but it is 
still too early to place confidence 
that there- will be no further reac- 
tions. 
-No. 4: General business recovery 
has been delayed by the mental at- 
titude created by various bad news 
reports. 


No. 5: There is nothing to justify 


the view, that no upturn is in sight. 
In fact a down-ward movement as 
large as the present usually ends 
abruptly. 


No. 6: Improvement may be grad- 


ual and irregular, but some progress 
is now definitely indicated. 


These opinions are from unbiased 


authorities who are not engaged in 
"business boosting" or in Polly-An- 
na propaganda.- 


It is also interesting to note what 


one well-known authority, 
Colonel 


Leonard Ayres, has to say on the 
subject. Speaking of the length of 
previous depressions he says: "In 
the past forty years there have been 
seven major depressions in this coun- 
try, including this one. 


The duration of the definite de- 


cline from the last real prosperity 
month to. the bottom of the 'depres- 
sion in the first of the seven was 12 
months. In the second one it was al- 
so 12 months, and in the third it was 
12 months. In the panic of 1907 the 
decline lasted only 10 months. In the 
depression of 1913-1914 the 
decline 


lasted 15 months. In the 
post-war 


depression it lasted 12 months. TLis 
one has already last 14 months. 


WHAT ABOUT NORMALCT? 
While it is Interesting to compare 


the length of the various depressions 
of the past -with the present one, it is 
dangerous to draw conclusions from 
that alone. The length of past Depres- 
sions is really no criterion. Also the 
length of the preceding- period of 
prosperity is no criterion. The im- 
portant fact is the length of the de- 
pression multiplied by its depth. That 
gives us the area of the depression. 
In the same way the length of a 
prosperity period multiplied fcy its 
height gives us the area of that peri- 
od. 


History shows that areas of pros- 


perity, above, the line of normal 
growth, are always followed by areas 
of similar size below the line. Note, 
that I say similar size not similar 
length. The area below the line, rep- 
resenting the present depression, is 
now equal to over 40 per cent of the 
1924-1929 prosperity area above the 
line. Hence, the more severe the 
present 
depression is the 
shorter 


time it will last. The worse business 
is now the sooner it will improve, be- 
cause the area below the line -will be 
more quickly filled out! Much wa- 
ter has already gone over the dam. 


STOCK MARKET POSITION 


Ordinarily- the stock market reach- 


es its low point in the early part of 
the area of business depression. In 
this present depression, however, it 
has not done so because its high 
point came so late in the period of 
prosperity.

It is possible to enumerate a series of factors and recent 
developments which convey hope that adjustments are being made and 
that recovery is-approaching, at least gradually. 


Interest rates "are low, a factor which should eventually prove stim- 


ulating. The textile trade is more active. 
Farm prospects arc better. 


Wheat prices recently were stronger, in the face of stock market weak- 
ness. Exports of farm products in August -were the largest of any month 
since January, cotton exports being the largest of any August in three 
years. The government's latest crop reports indicate less drought dam- 
age than has been feared. 


Most students of business have agreed that without an increase in 


residential building, general recovery would be indefinitely delayed. Sep- 
tember brought the largest total of residential building contracts in 37 
states, as 'reported by F. W. Dodge, since last May. This class of building 
represented,30 per cent of the total. While all building contracts are still 
off, economists have the sign of revival they have been -waiting- for — a 
betterment in home building. Its performance over the months ahead 
will be anxiously watched.

BEING DECADE A60 


Station KDKA, Pittsburgh, 


Sputtered 
Election- Re- 


turns Nov. 2,1920

Washington, D. C.—Radio broad- 


casting will be ten years old tomor- 
row. 


Just a decade ago—on November 


2, 1920—Station KDKA, Pittsburgh, 
sputtered the returns of the ballot- 
ing that elected Warren G. Harding 
president of the United States. 
A 


100, with earphones and crystal re- 
ceiving sets picked up that program 
from the world's first broadcasting 
station. 


Ten years old, 300,000 employees,' 


50,000,000 listeners and a billion dol- 
lar turnover—that's the statistical 
history of broadcasting in the "United 
States. 
Entertainment, 
education, 


cultural uplift, international good- 
will—those are claimed as its intan- 
gible achievements. 


The turn of the decade finds broad- 


casting searching for new worlds to 
conquer with the reckless vigor that 
befits the youngster of industries. A 
universal language, tiemg together 
all races, nationalities ana creeds is 
the next big stride for sound broad- 
casting. Television is the 
offshoot 


that will translate radio impulses 
tiurtled through space into a pano- 
rama of scenes,—football games a 
thousand miles away, the 
theatre 


brought into the home. 


The 
"father 
of 
broadcasting" 


slouched back in his chair. , 


"Yes, it seems like yesterday," said 


Dr. Frank Conrad, of Westinghouse, 
the man who "discovered" broadcast- 
ing, responding to a question by this 
writer. 


MARKED BIG NIGHT 


"Yet ten years have passed since 


KDKA- put on that first program. It 
was a big night for us. It was the 
first scheduled radiotelephone pro- 
gram to be broadcast. And it was due 
to the foresight of AIr. Davis (H. P. 
Davis, Vice President of Westmg- 
fiouse) that we scheduled that orig- 
inal transmission of the Harding 
election returns." 


When he made these observations 


Dr. Conrad •was in Washington on a 


mission—another pioneer en- 


deavor in broadcasting. 


He appeared 
before the Federal 


Radio commission to tell it that in- 
ternational rebroadcastmg is feas- 
ible; that the time is ripe for the re- 
Droadcasting of commercial programs 
from the United States to all parts of 
j 


the world. A great international audi- 
ence has sprung into being, listen- 
ing to the programs sent out experi- 
mentally over the 
Wes^inghouse 


short-wave transmitters at 
Pitts- 


burgh. There is a demand for regu- 
lar scheduled international rebroad- 
casts, he believes, and he sees m this 
the forerunner of the universal lan- 
guage. 


Broadcasting was an idea just ten 


years ago. Today m this .country it 
is an accepted necessity of life Ten 
years ago they didn't know what they 
could do with radiotelephony. 
It 


lacked secrecy and it was unfit lor 
long distance use. 
It appeared, to 


have no commercial value. 


But what at first was construed as 


the handicap of this wireless tele- 
phone—its lack of 
secrecy—proved 


to be its virtue and has developed in- 
to the magic of the century. 
Mass 


communication, now 
called broad- 


casting, •was the thing. 


Radiotelephomc 
cojnmunication 


was not new in 1920. I was, however, 
mainly a research 
problem and a 


plaything of the radio amateur. As 
early as 1906 Reginald Fessenden 
broadcast a program on Christmas 
Eve and probably was the first to at- 
tempt- broadcasting. * Later, Dr 
Lee DeForest, the inventor of the 
audion tube, the heart of modern ra- 
dio, actually broadcast in his experi- 
ments, but neither of these pioneers 
thought anything of it. 


WAR HURT WORK 


The World War came along and 


brought an end to independent devel- 
opment work. Attention was concen- 
trated on the possible military uses 
of radio, with the large 
electrical 


companies called upon to do their bit 
in the experimentation. 


Laboratory studies went forth in 


several divergent fields. Development 
of radio transmitting and receiving 
apparatus, both code and voice, was 
one of the lines of research. West- 
infrhouse by special license, was per- 
mitted to build and operate such fa- 
cilities for experimental purposes. 


That is where Dr. Conrad got his 


start. Two stations were designed, 
equipped and operated during the 
war—one at the Westinghouse plant 
at East Pittsburgh", and the other at 
Dr. Conrad's home in the Pittsbursii 
residential district, about five miles 
from the Westinghouse plant station. 


At the end of the War. Westing- 


house found itself with an organi?"- 
tion of radio telephone experts and a 
large investment on its hands. To 
overcome the patent 
restrictions 


which had been reestablished after 
the war, and to establish itself in the 
industry Westin Chouse bousrht a con- 
trolling interest in the International 
Radio Telegraph 
Company, which 


owned numerous fundamental pat- 
ents, and which operated several pio- 
neer ship to shore radio code sta- 
tions. 


Dr. Conrad, 
meantime, plugged 


away at his improvised laboratory at 
home, and greatly improved the ra- 
diotelephone transmitter. 


"Using 
phonograph records 
lie 


would "broadcast" whenever he felt 
the urge and an amateur here and 
thei'e tinkering away with his home- 
made set would pick the music out 
of the ether. 
OFFERED REGULAR SERVICE 
Soon came the idea which led to 


the initiation of a regular broadcast 
service, and when 
Station 
KDKA 


went on the air November 2, 3920 
with the first regular scheduled 
broadcast, the radio industry was 
born. 


Following the broadcasting of the 


election returns over the then 500 
watt transmitter, a daily program was 
adopted from 8:30 to 0:30 each eve- 
ning, and -vas gradually expanded. 
The station has never liad a silent 
dav since. 


Thus KDKA was the 
pioneer 


broadcasting station of the 
world.

supplanting the crystal detector and 
the 
cat's whisker. 
Broadcasting 


equipment was unproved. The ear- 
phones gave way to the loud-speaker 
that looked like the old phonograph 
horn, then came the dynamic speak- 
er, and then the combination cabinet 
set. Confused 
dialing knobs and 


switches disappeared and the single 
dial control made reception about au- 
tomatic. The industry turned to tonal 
quality and got it. The novelty wore 
off radio. It became an unprecedent- 
ed medium of entertainment and en- 
lightenment. 


INDUSTRY THRIVED 


The industry thrived. 
But the 


people had to be offered 
programs 


that would keep them home at night. 
To stage-a show is expensive, broad- 
casting stations soon discovered, and 
many of the stations which had 
cropped up like mushrooms, passed 
out of the picture just as rapidly. 


The brains of this new industry re- 


alized that something had to be done 
to perpetuate radio 
broadcasting. 


Thus, in 1926, the National Broad- 
casting Company was formed with 
50 per cent of its stock owned by the 
Radio Corporation of America, 30 per 
cent by the General Electric Com- 
pany* and ,20 per cent hy Westing- 
house. These companies' controlled 
•virtually all of the then basic radio 
patents, collecting royalties 
from 


most of the receiving set manufac- 
turers, and themselves were leading 
factors in the industry. 


It was an organization primal ily 


devoted to indirect sales promotion 
for ,the radio manufacturing Indus- 
try: This national network, it was 
realized, would lose money—and has. 
Yet by supplying high type^ programs 
via networks, it would guarantee an 
audience and a radio receiving set 
market. 


The three companies behind the 


network would benefit from royalties 
received on its patents and from di- 
rect seales. It has worked out per- 
fectly. 


Then radio advertising came along 


for which the advertisers paid. Local 
stations got local _ advertising, both 
direct and indirect,' and those which 
subscribed to the chains got the na- 
tional advertising. It helped radio to 
pay it own way then, while now a 
distinct group of stations are reap- 
ing profits. 
x 


A year after N. B. C. was launch- 


ed, and had branched into three dis- 
tinct netwoiks which are-tied togeth- 
er on 
occasions for _ "nation-wide" 


liookups, the Columbia Broadcasting 
System was organized. With 15 sta- 
tions subscribing to its programs, it 
grew rapidly and now is a full-sized 
competitor of the older netwonr. Co- 
lumbia is a distinct broadcasting en- 
terprise, and has no industrial af- 
filiation like its predecessor. It must 
depend on, sale of time to advertisers 
for its livelihood, and last year for 
the first time was out of red ink. 


Six hundred odd broadcasting sta- 


tions are licensed today, in this 
country, some of 
them 
searing 


through space behind 50,000 watts of 
power; numerous others barely caus- 
ing a ripple in the ether waves and 
serving- local communities. And the 
oldest of .them—KDKA—is a tot of 
ten years.

This condition usually exists on

Whether a field contains enough,

If a, neld :s fairly rmiform, sam- 


ples can be taken from four or five 
paces in the field and from a depth 
of six inches,. A spade is handy for 
this purpose. A handful of the soi' 
obtained after mixing these samples 
together, is all that is needed for the 
test, Sell states. If the field \aries 
samples from the different parts oi 
the field should ,be kept separate 
A limited number of sacks for mail 
ing the samples can be obtained from 
the county agent.
